DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgement is made of Applicant's appeal brief filed 3/5/12, and 
prosecution is re-opened in view of the examiner's amendment outlined below. Claims 

1 , 3-9, 11,13,16,17, 20-25, and 27-32 are pending. Claims 2, 1 0, 1 2, 1 4, 1 5, 1 8, 1 9, 
and 26 previously were canceled. 

Withdrawn Rejections 

The rejection of claims 1 , 3, 4, 6-9, and 27-32 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being 
unpatentable over Anderson et al. (US 2003/01 5961 5 A1 ) in view of Yuzhakov et al. 
(US 6,565,532 B1) is withdrawn in view of Applicant's persuasive arguments taken in 
combination with the amendments to the claims as articulated in the examiner's 
amendment below. 

Subsequently, the rejection of claims 5, 11, 13, 16, 17, 20-23, and 25 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Anderson in view of Yuzhakov and further in 
view of Mueller et al. (US 5,836,998) is withdrawn; the rejection of claim 24 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Anderson in view of Yuzhakov and further in 
view of Eppstein (US 2002/009131 1 Al) is withdrawn.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments In the appeal brief have been fully considered. Taken with the claim 
amendment removing the "at least" language from the description of "an epidermal 
portion" as claimed, the prior art as previously cited is no longer applicable; Since the 
primary reference of Anderson limited fractional wounding to the dermal portion of the 
skin, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have looked to Yuzhakov (pertaining to 
treating the epidermal layer of the skin) for motivation to combine.
